The Board of Education (Board) proposes to consolidate thirteen currentrsquisre
(regulations) into one chapter, Regulations Governing Local School Boards and School
Divisions. The thirteen current chapters that would be repealed as past atttbn are: 1)
Regulations Governing Management of the Student’s Scholastic Record in theSehblads of
Virginia, 2) Regulations Governing School Community Programs, 3) Classificait
Expenditures, 4) Regulations Governing School Activity Funds, 5) Regulations Governing
Testing Sight and Hearing of Pupils, 6) Rules Governing Instruction Concernigg Bind
Substance Abuse, 7) Regulations Governing Physical and Health Education, 8) Rulesn@overni
Division Superintendent of Schools, 9) Rules Governing Allowable Credit for Teaching
Experience, 10) Regulations Governing Personnel in Public School Libraries Qpénater
Joint Contract Under Control of Local School Board or Boards, 11) Regulations Gayv8iok
Leave Plan for Teachers, 12) Regulations Governing School Boards Local, d&eglBtions
for the Protection of Students as Participants in Human Research. For thEarhos
requirements in the proposed Regulations Governing Local School Boards and Sctsioh®ivi
are consistent with the requirements in the current thirteen chapters.

Result of Analysis

The benefits likely exceed the costs for all proposed changes.
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Estimated Economic Impact

Most of the proposed regulations simply reflect current language in the thinzeters
to be repealed and changes in the Code of Virginia (Code) since the thirteen chaygdastwv
revised. Since when there are conflicts between the Code and regulation the Caitie fire
new language to reflect the Code will have no impact on requirements. Changingprggula
language to reflect the current Code is beneficial in that it reducakehledod of the public
becoming misled by out-of-date regulations. The Board also proposes to add and amend

definitions for clarity. Increased clarity will of course be benefior the public.

The proposed new regulations explicitly state that “In order to be appointed ardivisi
superintendent, applicants must hold an active Virginia division superintendent&elice’
Current regulations do not explicitly state that school division superintenderttberlicensed
in order to hold the position of division superintendent; nor is this stated in the Code of Virginia.
Licensure Regulations for School Personnel do delineate the requirements in ordentihebta
division superintendent license, but do not explicitly state that school division supenmgende
must be licensed in order to hold the position of division superintendent. According to the
Department of Education, the regulations have been interpreted to require édensnany
years and all division superintendents in Virginia have been licensed for mansy yWhus, the
proposal to explicitly state the licensure requirement will not likely haaege impact, but is a
significant clarification that will help public understanding.
